Every wheat farm er in C o m an ch e, 
County will have a chance at this 
n o n - p r o f it 
insurance, offered by 
the Federal Crop Insurance Cor­ 
poration. He can choose between 
two contracts 
one, covering up 
to 
seventy-five 
percent 
of 
the 
average yield, the other, up to 
fifty percent, Both contracts aie 
for a three-year period. The far­ 
mer can pay his premiums each 
year by cash or by premium notes. 
But applications must be receiv­ 
ed from at least fifty farms in 
the county before crop insurance 
will be approved for the county.
